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DETAILED ACTION 

After reviewing the Applicant's appeal brief on 01/20/04, the final rejection is 
thereby withdrawn. However, the new prior art of US4723248 will be used in this 
non-final rejection office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 22-28, 33-34, and 57-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Harter et al. (US4723248). 

With respect to claims 22-24, 26-28, 33-34, 57-59, and 61-64, Harter show 
in Fig.4 a method of generating cw mode-locked laser pulses (col.2, 1.68, col.4, 
1.29-30, and col.7, 1.32-33), comprising: generating Q-switched mode-locked laser 
pulses 15; suppressing Q-switching 16 (please note: the limiter is also the two 
photon absorber (TP A) as admitted in the specs, (p. 12, 1.5)); pumping a gain 
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medium 11-12, absorbing and resonating the optical radiation within the Fabry- 
Perot structure 13-14.
